I is now over a year since the ban 
I on shop-window lighting was 
raised, and in that time a great 
deal of progress has been made in 
this art. In particular, much has been 
learnt about the use and misuse of 
fluorescent lamps. which had not 
previously been tried for shop win- 
dows in this country 


Fluorescent lamps made _ their 
début in 1940, and because of their 
very high efficiency were immediately 
used to light factories and workshops 
all over the country. It is no exag 
geration to say that they contributed 
materially to our national effort as 
they made it possible for factories to 
work day and might with little differ 
ence in output. 


Use of Fluorescent Lamps 


Unfortunately the extraordinary 
success of fluorescent lighting for 
workshops led to its indiscriminate 
use elsewhere as soon as lamps and 
fittings of quite primitive types be 
came available, and some of the re- 
sults have since reacted unfavourably 
against it. People sometimes com- 
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Stores and Windows 


plain that its light is harsh and cold, 
and owing to the fact that during the 
war only two colours were available 
“daylight” and “ warm-white ” 
there is a tendency, particularly on 
the part of display men, to object to 
it on the ground that it distorts the 
colours of objects displayed. On the 
other hand, a great many people are 
completely convinced that the colour 
of light from fluorescent lamps ts 
ideal for display purposes and they 
are apt to recommend their use on 
every possible occasion. Obviously 
the truth lies somewhere between 
these two extremes. While not con- 
demning fluorescent lamps out of 
hand we must be careful not to install 
them in situations where they cannot 
be expected to give favourable 
results. 


Shop-Window Lighting

The first depends on 
several factors such as the shape and 
size of the light sources, the types of 
reflectors used, and the position of 
the lamps @and_ reflectors relative 
to the objects lighted. The second 
is almost entirely ruled by the 
type of lamp employed. Until 
quite recently it was impossible 
to achieve light of an accurate day- 
light colour without a_ considerable 
reduction in the amount of light 
obtained for a_ given current con- 
sumption, 


Before the war, shop windows were 
generally lighted by means of one or 
more rows of lamps in mirrored-glass 
reflectors mounted behind a pelmet to 
conceal them from the view of 
passers-by. Two sorts of reflectors 
were used, an “ intensive ” which con- 
centrated the light on a small area 
almost directly below it, and an “ ex- 
tensive ” type which allowed consider- 
ably more spread of light, and in 
which the main axis of the beam was 
directed more towards the back of 
the window than was the case with 
the other kind of reflector. By using 
both types auite deep windows could 
be adequately lighted from two rows 
of reflectors mounted behind the 
pelmet. 


Lighting behind Pelmets 


Shallow windows can be lighted 
very effectively by means of fluores- 
cent lamps mounted behind a pelmet 
in the usual way, but it is rather more 
difficult to control the light from 
them than from filament lamps, so 
that deep windows generally need a 
second row of lamps about half-way 
back, concealed by a second pelmet. 
Owing to the large area of the light 
source, the light from fluorescent 
lamps tends to be very well diffused 
and relatively shadowless. This is 
inclined to make the display look 
somewhat flat. but can very readily 
be overcome by the addition of 
filament spotlamps to add highlights 
and emphasise modelling of the mer- 
chandise. The internally mirrored 
reflector lamps which have recently 
been introduced are excellent for this 
purpose. They are made only in the 
150-watt size and take up about half 
the room required by a normal 150; 
watt lamp in a reflector.

shop window, the effect on the goods 
displayed is obviously the main con- 
sideration. It has been found that 
polished wooden furniture responds 
best to the light from filament lamps, 
even the mellow fluorescent fails to 
give the rich warm tone to the wood 
which is so attractive, but fabrics, 
especially those designed to be seen 
by daylight, can he displayed best 
under colour-matching fluorescents. 
This is particularly true where the 
paler shades of blue are concerned 

filament lamps make them look faded, 
only under “ colour matching ” lamps 
do they look the same colour as they 
appear by daylight. It would appear, 
therefore, that if both these types of 
goods are to be shown in the same 
window, both types of lamp should be 
installed; and this is indeed the case. 
The combination of the light from 
these two lamps is singularly attrac- 
tive, as the patches of yellow light

from the filament lamps give a 
dappled sunlight effect which is very 
charming. 


Open-Backed Windows 


Most furniture shops make use of 
open-backed windows and these give 
rise to special problems. If the nor- 
mal arrangement of lamps behind a 
pelmet is used, customers inside the 
shop are liable to be subjected to the 
full glare of the window-lighting in- 
stallation. On the other hand, a 
feebly lit window looks most un- 
attractive from outside the shop. In 
the case of fairly shallow windows a 
simple pelmet at the back of the win- 
dows will often be enough to screen 
lighting equipment from view from 
inside the shop, but deeper windows 
will need more elaborate treatment. 
A very effective method is to install a 
false ceiling of “ egg-box” louvring. 
with the lamps mounted above it. By 


this means the maximum amount of 
light will fall on the display, while 
the lamps will be entirely screened 


from view. If spotlights are allowed 
to protrude through the louvres, they 
should be provided with spill-shields. 


Showrooms Visible 


Another result of the open-back 
technique is that the greater part of 
the interior of the showroom is visible 
from the street. It must be treated as 
part of the window if it is not to 
present a very gloomy appearance at 
night. The common practice of using 
domestic floor and table standards and 
pendant fittings in this part of the 
shop has a great deal to recommend 
it. In addition, the use of luminous 
backgrounds, either in the form of 
false windows, walls flooded with 
coloured light or lighted showcases, 
is an excellent way of getting the im- 
pression of brightness without a heavy 
current bill. In this connection the 
new coloured fluorescent lamps can 
be very useful. Made only in the 
five-foot 80-watt size, they are ideal 
for lighting large flat surfaces, and can 
easily be concealed by a simple pel-

Getting the Best Out of Your Lighting

When using strong coloured light 
of this nature, it must be borne tn 


mind that it will distort the apparent 
colours of articles on which it falls 
This can be very effective in the case 
of a shop window, if a spotlight is 
also used to give a pool of white 
light so that the true colours of some 
special object of display can be seen 
but it is obviously unwise to expose 
customers to the rather bizarre effects 
of illumination by strongiy coloured 
light. Anyone who has experience of 
the yellow sodium lamp used for 
street lighting will see very clearly the 
point of this statement. conse- 
quence, as a general rule, it is best to 
use strong coloured light entirely for 
background lighting, when it can pro 
duce extremely charming effects very 
easily. 


No shopkeeper makes costly altera 
tions to his premises without carefull) 
checking the advantages he hopes to 
gain against the outlay involved 
Good lighting has been proved to 
have a remarkable effect in increasing 
sales, and this fact is fully realised 
in the furniture trade. A survey made 
last year in several towns in different 
parts of the country showed that 8& 
per cent the furnishers’ windows 
observed were lighted after shop 
hours, showing that their proprietors 
were alive to the possibilities of the 
attractive power of light. In_ this 
connection too it 1s interesting to note 
that while the price of almost every 
other commodity has risen since the 
war, the price of lamps has steadily 
decreased; a 100-watt coiled-coil fila- 
ment lamp costing two shillings in 
1939 is now only 1s. 8d., although 5d.

OU cannot improve on design 
to-day. There is plenty 

of business about, but there 
is nothing new to attract the 


customers. The answer lies in 
mechanics; simple, ‘inexpensive 
and fool-proof mechanical 
actions.” 


HIS is the opinion of a furniture 
manufacturer, Mr. Jack Winick, 
of Winlaw Furnishing Products, 
Ltd., London, N.1, given to World 
Features Editor in an office strewn 
with the results of various 
mechanical experiments 
Mr. Winick, who has spent all his 
life in the furniture trade believes 
that only through mechanics can the 
furniture industry combat the com- 
petition which he believes is offered 
by television 
looks for 
features : 


“The housewife to-day 
furniture with special 
simple, labour-saving features which 
she can demonstrate to her friends 
She would, for instance, be more 
attracted to a wardrobe with an 
automatic action that enabled her to 
open both doors by merely pulling 
one, than by the ordinary models to

“Modern furniture design has 
reached its peak, and variations on a 
known theme will not bring back 
business.” 

Mr. Winick has just designed and 
patented an all-metal action for 
draw-leaf tables which he hopes to 
sell to the trade. The action has been

incorporated in two prototype tables. 
A gentle pull on one leaf opens them 
both, and a centre leaf is then pivoted 
into position by fingertip control 

The metal action 1s concealed, and 
Mr. Winick claimed that one of its 
main features was that it could be 
used on any draw-leaf table. The 
cabinetmaker has merely to screw it 
to the square frame. The centre leaf 
pivots on an American hinge which 
he has arranged to produce in this 
country. 

“It has meant a certain amount of 
re-tooling, but I am now ready to 
produce these actions in any number,

He demonstrated two further inven- 
tions of his which he hopes shortly 
to put in production 

One of these is a completely 
automatic action for a draw-leaf 
table; a pull on one leaf, and the 
concealed centre leaf, lifts itself into 
position, The other A concealed, 
self-supporting hinge, particularly 
suitable for use in cocktail cabinets
